on the last day of his trial 
on charges of procuring.

Plane-Sprayed 
Chemical Sends 
37 lo Hospital 


Toppenish, Wash. (UPI)—A 


mile-square f a r m i n g area 
west of here was evacuated 
Saturday night when a deadly 
insecticide f a i l e d to settle 
normally after it had been 
sprayed on hop fields by air- 
plane crop dusters. 


A total of 37 persons were 


taken to a hospital here for 
checkups after it was report- 
ed that two cattle on the Ray 
Ccrna ranch about 7 miles 
west of here had died and oth- 
ers were down with respira- 
tory ailments. 


No human deaths were re- 


ported. 


All but four persons were 


sent home from the hospital 
and told to call the hospital 
"if they felt any tightening in 
the chest or noticed a dilation 
of the eye pupils." 


Remaining hospitalized for 


observation were 3 men and 
a child.

To Fix Wonder Drug

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Washington (UPI) — T h e 


Federal Trade 
Commission 


Saturday accused 
5 leading 


U.S. drug manufacturers of 
conspiring to fix prices of 
tetracyclinc, a multi-million- 
dollar antibiotic, in a "quiet 
smothering of competition." 


The wonder drug is used to 


combat a wide range of bac- 
terial infections. 


In an unprecedented move, 


the 5-tnan commission a l s o 
claimed the right to take 
steps to limit or completely 
halt enforcement of drug pat- 
ents by two of the f i r m s , 
Chas. Pfizer and Co., Inc., 
and American Cyanamid Co. 
The FTC charged they h a d 
obtained (he patents unfairly 
by withholding important in- 
formation from the U.S. pat- 
ent office. 


The other 3 firms charged 


were Bristol-Myers Co. and 
Bristol Laboratories, Inc.: 01- 
m Mathieson Chemical Corp. 
(Squibb), and the Upjohn Co. 


The FTC said it considers 


the Bristol firms as one be- 
cause Bristol Laboratories is 
a division of Bristol-Myers. 


Deny Charges 


Pfizer a n d Bristol-Myers 


promptly denied the allega- 
tions. They and 
Cyanamid 


said they would appeal to the 
Federal courts. 


The FTC said that Pfizcr's 


17-year patent on fctracycliiie 
could yield potentially more 
than a billion dollars in sales. 
Sales of the drug, "probably 
the leading antibiotic on the 
market today," U said, have 
run more than $100 million a 
j car. 


The FTC, reversing a hear- 


ing examiner's findings, or- 
dered the 5 manufacturers to 
scrap all price lists for tctra- 
cyclme and publish new prices 
independently, based on indi- 
vidual manufacturing and ov- 
erhead costs, desired margins 
uf profits and "otlici lawful 
considerations." 


The price-policing agency 


gave each firm a deadline of 
60 days from the date of its 
final order, which was not 
specified. An FTC attorney in-
